TO  THE  SANITARY  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  my  Second  Annual  Report  for 
the  Registration  Year  1874,  which  consisted  of  52  weeks,  and  ended  Saturday, 
January  2nd,  of  the  present  year. 

The  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1874  amounted  to 
360,892. 

The  total  number  of 

BIRTHS 

registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  is  14,888,  comprising  7,520  males 
and  7,368  females. 

This  total  number  is  391  higher  than  during  the  year  1873,  which 
consisted  of  53  weeks,  the  total  then  being  14,497,  made  up  of  7,340  males 
and  7,157  females.  These  figures  are  seen  to  greater  advantage  in  the  tabular 
form,  thus : —

The  Birth-rate  for  1873  was  40-78  per  1,000  of  the  population  ; in  1874 
it  had  increased  to  41-25  per  1,000;  while  the  average  for  the  ten  years, 
1865-74,  was  only  38-37  per  1,000.

The  above  figures  show  that  the  Birth-rate  has  been  becoming  higher 
year  by  year  since  1870,  and  is  now  not  only  higher  than  the  average  of  the 
ten  years,  but  also  higher  than  in  any  year  herein  recorded.  From  the 
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stateiaeut  l)(*lo\v,  it  will  also  he  seen  that  our  birth-rate  is  this  year  liiglier  than 
that  of  any  of  the  nmlerinentioned  largo  towns,  except  Leeds.

This  high  Lirth-rate  is  a satisfactory,  because  unfailing,  indication  of  the 
j)rosperity  of  the  town  ; and  pro.s])erity  involves  some  of  the  ]»rincipal  con- 
ditions favourable  to  health. 

DEATHS. 


'I'lie  1 leaths  registered  in  the  Morough  during  the  year  number  9,665, 
consisting  of  4,993  males,  and  4,672  females.  These  9,665  deaths,  which  are 
e([ual  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  26‘78  per  1,000  persons  living,  conti-a.st 
unfavourably  with  the  number  for  the  virevious  vear,  which  was  8,990.  nivin"  a 
rate  of  24-81  per  1,000  per  annum.  The.  following  Table  gives  the  total 
number  of  deaths,  the  number  of  each  sex,  and  the  death  rate  for  each 
of  the  quarters  of  1873  and  1874.

the  periods  above  sixty.  The  period  which  exhibits  the  greatest  increase  is 
that  between  ten  and  twenty  years,  the  increase  in  this  period  being  no  less 
than  3-'>  i>er  cent,  upon  the  number  for  last  year,  and  is  entirely  elite  to  the 
larger  uumbier  eif  deaths  from  bmall-Pe>x.  ihe  periotls  which  show  the  next 
•neatest  increase  are  those  between  five  and  ten,  and  between  twenty  and  forty; 
the  rise  being  'Jb  per  cent,  and  22  per  cent,  respectively.  In  these  periods  the 
rise  is  also  piincipally  due  to  the  much  greater  fatality  from  8mall-Pox.

The  above  ligures  show  that  the  death-rate  for  187-1  is  no  less  than  2--15 
per  1,000  higher  tlian  the  average  for  the  nine  years  1865 — 73  inclusive,  and 
that  in  no  year  of  this  period  has  it  been  .so  high,  by  so  much  as  nearly  POO 
jier  1,000,  as  in  the  pre.sent  one.

The  montlily  statements  in  Table  compiled  from  the  weekly  ones, 

kindly  supplied  me  by  Mr.  D.  Smith,  F.K.A.S.,  shew  that  the 
Mean  Temperature  for  the  1st  Quarter  was  41° ‘4

Compared  with  1873,  the  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  quarters  and  the  whole  year 
were  respectively  2‘’-4,  l°-35,  0°-74,  and  O’’--!!  warmer;  while  the  4th  quarter 
was  as  much  as  3°’07  colder. 

This  greater  degree  of  cold  in  the  fo  irth  quarter  made  itself  manifest  in 
the  increase  of  affections  of  the  chest,  particularly  Bronchitis ; thus  largely 
contributing  to  the  high  death-rate,  for  the  4th  quarter,  of  28-10.  ° 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Ihe  total  deaths  from  the  seven  Zymotic  diseases  amount  to  2,652,  or 
27-44  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes. 


These  2,652  deaths  are  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  7-35  per  1,000 
persons  living,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  5 -64  in  1873,  and  4-5,  the  average 
rate  per  1,000  for  1873,  in  the  eighteen  large  Englisli  towns.

Ihe  death  rate  per  1,000  from  the  class  of  disease  most  influenced  by 
sanitary  conditions  is  seen  by  the  table  to  be  1-71  higher  than  last  year,  when 
it  Avas  already  high,  Avhile  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  the  same  causes  upon 
the  total  deaths  is  not  only  much  higher  than  last  year  but  is  also  higher  than 
in  any  of  the  large  towns  in  England.  In  1873,  its  relative  Zymotic  mortality 
exceeded  Unit  of  sill  the  large  towns,  but  this  year  it  exceeds  tliem  to  a still 
greater  extent. 

Ihe  folloAving  stntivnent  shews  the  number  of  deaths  from  .seven  Zvmotic

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Of  the  Zymotic  tli.soases  the  one  which  has  proved  most  fatal  this  year  is 
Scai'latina ; it  has  supplanted  Diarrhoea  in  order  of  fatality  and  occasioned  no 
less  than  737  deaths  against  587  during  tlie  year  1873.  In  tlie  1st  cpiarter  it 
caused  140  deaths,  in  tlie  2nd,  138,  in  the  3rd,  241,  and  in  the  4th,  218.  The 
disease  has  been  pro])ortionately  most  fatal  in  the  Kegistration  Sub-Districts  of 
Lady  wood,  8t.  Paul,  St.  ( leorge,  and  Duddeston. 

'I’lie  great  difficulties  in  the  way  of  diminishing  the  death-rate  from 
Scarlatina °are  its  intense  infective  power,  general  ignorance  of  the  conditions 
which  affect  its  spread,  carelessness,  and  sometimes  wilful  exposure  of  persons 
and  clothing  which  arc  infected.  'The  association  of  children  in  schools  is 
perhaps  the  piincipal  means  by  which  the  poison  is  disseminated,  and  until 
parents  are  sufficiently  educated  on  the  cpiestion  to  observe  the  necessary 
jirecautions,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  little  can  be  done  to  control  the  ravages  of 
this  fatal  scourge  of  infant  life.

The  Prevention  of  all  Infectious  Diseases  is  best  secured  by  those  things 
which  are  goed  for  Health  generally,  such  as  Goon  Food,  Good  Water,  Pure 
Aih,  ( 'r.EAXi.iXEss,  Warimth,  and  Dryness. 

Sciii  lct  lAvcr  or  Sciirhitiiia  are  one  and  tlie  .same  thing,  the  disease  is  very  infectious 
and  dangerous  ; mild  liases  very  often  end  fatally  because  they  are  neglected  ; they  ought  to 
be  looked  after  with  the  same  care  as  severe  cases. 

iMild  cases  are  also  as  infectious  as  .severe  ones  ; they  ought,  therefore,  to  be  treated 
with  every  precaution,  so  as  to  prevent  their  spread. 

Scarlet  Fever  jiatients  should  be  kept  away  from  the  rest  of  the  laniily,  and  be 
waited  on  by  as  few  persons  as  possible. 

The  nose  and  mouth  of  the  patient  should  be  wiped  with  pieces  ol  clean  rag,  to  be 
burnt  immediately  alter  use. 

The  dust  wliicli  [leels  from  the  patient's  skin  being  highly  contagious,  anointing  of 
the  whole  body  with  oil,  sinpile  or  camphorated,  is  recommended  to  prevent  its  dispersion. 

If  the  patient  is  kejit  at  home,  the  Sick  Room  should  be  large,  have  a tire  in  it,  and 
be  <(l  all  limen  well  ventilated. 

Curtains,  carpets,  and  all  needless  drapery  should  be.  removed  from  the  room,  which 
should  be  occupied  only  by  the  patient  and  the  Nurse. 

All  Discharges  from  the  patient  should  be  received  into  ves.sels  into  whii  h a 
Uisinfectant  has  been  put, — such  as  Chloride  ol  Lime  or  Carbolate  ot  l.ime,  .ind  not  be 
left  in  the  .sick  chamber. 

All  bed  and  body  Linen,  should  before  removal  from  the  room,  be  plncy.l  in  a tub  or 
bucket  con  aining  a solution  of  Carbolic  Acid  (two  or  three  tablespoonluls  of  the  acid  to 
a gallon  of  water)  ; and  after  removal  from  the  room  it  should  be  boiled  before  being 
washed.  The  washing  should  be  done  at  home.  The  removal  ot  infected  clothing  is  'ciA 
dangerous,  and  is  a punishable  offence. 

bedding  must  be  carefully  disinfected.  .Straw  mattresses  are  best,  as  they  may  be 
burnt  after  use.  Disinfectants  will  be  supjtlied  free,  instruction  in  their  use  given,  and 
and  other  assistance  rendered  by  the  Nuisance  Inspector,  on  apjilication. 

When  the  patient  is  recovered  sufliciently,  cleanse  and  disintect  the  surface  ol  the 
body  by  a soap  and  warm  water  bath  every  d.ay  for  three  or  four  days. 

Keep  all  the  children  of  the  family  away  from  school  until  safety  is  certified  l)y  the 
Medical  attendant.  .V  breach  of  this  injunction  is  punishable  by  a penalty  ol  five  ]>ounds. 
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Nurses  should  be  persons  protected  by  a previous  attack.  They  should  wear  cotton 
or  linen  clothes,  which  are  ea.sily  washed.  They  should  wash  their  hands  often  in  watar 
containing  a little  Carbolate  of  Lime,  and  then  in  })lain  water  with  soap. 

They  should  avoid  as  much  as  possible  ASSOCIATING  with  or  visiting  others,  or 
being  visited. 

Gossiping  betw'een  neighbours  greatly  spreads  the  disease. 

THOROUGH  CLFIANLINESS  is  ab.solutely  neee.ssary.  Sweepings  should  be  burnt 
in  the  room. 

After  recovery,  the  sick  room  should  be  completely  cleansed  and  disinfected  by 
fumigation  with  sulphur,  lime-washing,  removal  of  wall  paper,  and  washing  of  floors,  &c., 
wdth  a solution  of  Carbolate  of  Lime. 

Help  in  the  work  of  disinfection  will  be  given  where  needed  by  the  Sanitary  Officers. 
Ventilation  is  a most  valuable  Disinfectant ; if  gradual  and  constant  there  is  no  danger  in 
it.  A good  plan  is  to  open  the  low'er  sash  three  or  four  inches,  and  place  a piece  of  wood 
under  its  lower  edge,  so  as  to  (piite  close  the  opening  ; ventilation  then  goes  on  between  the 
upper  and  low'er  sashes  where  they  overlap. 

Pure  Air  being  necessary,  the  drains,  sinks,  privies,  &c.,  should  be  kept  in  good 
order,  cleansed  and  regularly  disinfected.  In  cases  of  difliculty  or  delay,  such  defects 
should  be  reported  to  the  Inspector  of  Nui.sance.s. 

Drains  should  on  no  account  be  in  direct  communication  with  the  insides  of  houses. 

The  exposure  of  Scarlet  Fever  ))atients  in  public  places,  the  improper  use  of  public 
carriages  by  persons  suftering  from  the  disease,  the  letting  of  infected  houses  or  rooms,  the 
exposure  in  any  nxanner  of  infected  articles,  or  the  sending  of  children  to  school  from 
infected  rooms,  subject  the  offender  to  heavy  penalties. 

Dead  bodies,  being  centres  of  infection,  should  be  buried  early,  and  on  no  account 
be  allow'ed  to  remain  in  rooms  occupied  by  the  living  ; a disinfectant  (Carbolate  of  Lime) 
should  be  sprinkled  in  the  coffin  and  over  the  body.  Friends  attending  the  funeral  ought 
not  to  remain  longer  than  necessary  in  the  infected  house. 

In  cases  wdiere  the  dead  body  must  be  in  the  same  room  with  the  living,  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Sanitary  Department  to  take  charge  of  the  body  until  it  can  be 
buried. 

It  is  requested  that  information  of  the  existence  of  eases  of  Infectious  Disease  be 
forwarded  early  to  either  the  I\leclical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.

SMALL- POX 

has  been  very  much  more  prevalent  than  in  any  year  .since  its  outbreak  in 
November,  1871. 

It  occupies  this  year  the  second  {tlace  in  order  of  fatality  with  637  deaths. 
The  ca.scs  reported  this  year  amount  to  3,791,  of  which  3,367  were  described  as 
vaccinated,  396  or  lOHo  per  cent,  not  A'acciuatetl,  and  28  doubtful  cases.  Last 
jmar  the  number  of  cases  rejioited  was  794,  and  of  deaths  122,  while  in  1872 
the  number  of  cases  and  deaths  tvas  re.spectively  1,977  and  299.  The  large.st 
number  of  cases  reported  in  any  week  of  the  year  tvas  136  in  the  week  ended 
i\Iay  23rd  the  smallest  27,  in  the  weeks  ended  Jan.  lOth  and  Decern.  26th.  The 
ijionthly  numbers  have  ranged  between  440  in  June  and  194  in  Februarv'.  'I'he 
637  deaths  occurred  in  persons,  434  of  whom  were  .said  to  be  vaccinated,  189 
not  vaccinated,  and  1 4 in  doubtful  ca.se.s.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  ea.ses 
is  12’89  in  tho.se  said  to  bo  vaccinated,  47'73  in  tliose  not  vaccinated  and 
16-80  in  the  total  number.  The  percentage  of  total  deaths  to  total  cases  is 
1-44  higher  than  in  1873,  when  it  was  1.T36.  The  largest  number  of  ileaths 
from  this  cause  has  been  regi.stered  in  .Ml  Saints’  (containing  the  Sniall-pox 
Infirmary)  and  in  Doritend.  ' 
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The  Streets  iu  which  the  largest  number  of  cases  and  deaths  from  Small-

The  cases  of  Small-pox  since  the  hrst  outbreak  have  fluctuated  iu  number 
very  considerably,  a great  diminunition  liaving  occurred  in  the  year  1873  ; 
during  last  year  the  numbers  went  up  higlier  than  ever,  but  showed  a 
considerable  (lecline  iu  the  -1th  cpuirter  ; tliese  facts  are  seen  iu  the  table  beloAv, 
which  gives  all  the  cases  ami  deaths  recorded  during  the  long  period  over  which 
the  epidemic  has  lasted.

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Tlie  Sinall-pox  AVards  were  transferred  from  the  cliarge  of  the  Guardians 
of  tlie  ]\)oi-  to  that  of  the  Town  Council  on  the  2nd  Xovemher,  187-t,  and  a 
special  convi'^'ancc’  has  heen  [trovided  fur  the  removal  of  p(U‘.'0!is  aflected  with 
Small-pox  who  sire  willing  to  he  isolated,  and  to  receive  the  heuetits  otfered  in 
what  is  now  the  llorough  8mall-pox  Hospital;  the.>e  advantages  are  b}'  no 
means  small,  everytluhig  having  been  done  by  your  Committee  to  render  the 
Hospital  at  once  comfortable  and  ellicient,  ami  it  is  a matter  of  great  importance 
that  now  no  jierson  ihhmI  object  to  the  Hospital  on  the  ground  that  admission 
into  it  carries  with  it  the  taint  of  itauperism  or  any  other  disqualification. 

The  extent  of  the  visitation  from  which  the  town  has  so  long  sulfered,  and 
continues  to  sutler,  may  be  s(‘en  by  the  following  statement,  actual  ami 
conqmrative,  of  tln^

In  1873  the  death-rate  from  the  disease,  though  high,  was  exceeded  by 
that  of  two  towns — viz.,  Portsmouth  and  Leeds.  The  table  sheAvs  that  while 
the  disease  has  alino.st  entirely  di.sappeared  from  Portsmouth  and  has  verv 
greatly  dimini.shed  in  Leeds,  the  Birmingham  death-rate  has  increased  tive-fohl, 
and  is  for  1874  enormously  higher  than  that  of  any  town  in  the  kingdom.  It 
will  also  be  observed  that  ujiwards  of  10  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were 
unvaccinated,  Avhile  last  year  (1873)  nearly  10  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  unvaccinated  pei'sons.  It  is  Avorthy  of  note  too  that  Avhile  tho.se  patients 
described  as  vaccinated  .sulfered  a mortality  of  12‘89  per  cent.,  the  unvaccinated 
had  a death-rate  as  high  as  4 7 '73  jier  cent.,  or  nearly  four  times  as  great.  The 
total  death-rate  from  Small-pox  last  year  Avas  15'3G  per  cent.,  Avhile  this  A’ear  it 
is  lG-80  ; in  1872  it  AA'as  ir)T2. 

1 remarked  in  my  last  re])ort  that  this  increase  of  the  death-rate  in  1873 
AA’as  an  untavourablo  indication,  and  it  has  ))roved  so  ; it  is  sincerely  to  be 
hoped  that  the  still  further  increase  of  the  death-rate  in  1874  may  not  be 
folloAved  by  a .still  greater  developement  of  the  epidemic. 


VACCIXATIOX 

still  fails  to  reach  a large  proportion  of  the  population,  as  is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  10‘45  per  cent,  of  the  cases  Avhich  occun-ed  during  the  year  Avere' found  to 
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be  unVcicciuated.  It  is  reniavkable  that  this  proportion  is  nearly  the  sanie 
whether  taken  for  the  year  1874  or  for  the  whole  period  since  November,  1871, 
as  during  the  latter  term  the  percentage  is  10 ‘5. 

Turning  to  the  deaths  in  the  year  fro}n  Small-pox,  1 find  that  of  these  30 
per  cent,  are  in  persons  who  have  not  been  vaccinated,  and  a comparison  of  the 
proportion  for  the  year  with  that  for  the  whole  period  since  November,  18  < 1, 
shews  this  proportion  to  be  as  invariable  as  it  is  in  the  cases,  being  30  9. 

As  long  as  a considerable  number  of  the  population  remain  altogether 
unprotected  by  vaccination,  it  is  vain  to  hope  for  the  extinction  of  Small-pox , 
I have,  however,  so  often  brought  this  question  before  you  that  1 simply  now 
shortly  refer  to  it,  knowing  that  you  have  used  every  exertion  to  bring  about 
a better  state  of  things,  though  unhappily  without  success. 

DIA11EH(EA, 

which  is  accountable  for  621  deaths,  stands  third  in  order  of  fatality  , last  jeai 
this  disease  proved  the  most  fatal  of  the  zymotics,  the  number  of  deaths  fioin 
this  cause  being  728.  As  is  usually  the  case,  the  bulk  of  the  deathb  occuiicd 
in  the  third  or  Summer  (piarter,  when  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  alone 
Avas  5-3  per  1,000.  During  the  other  quarters  the  death-rate  from  this 
disease  Avas  much  less,  still  the  death-rate  for  the  year  bears  the  high  ratio  of 
1-72  per  1,000,  against  2-O.a  in  the  preceding  year.  A death  from  choleraic 
diarrhcea  (classed  under  the  cholera  heading)  occurred  in  All  Saints  Suh-distiict. 
LadyAAmod  and  St.  George  have  experienced  the  greatest  mortality  from 
diarrha^a.  The  existence  of  the  disease  in  Birmingham  to  so  large  an  extent  is 
a matter  of  great  importance,  and  demands  the  most  careful  attention.  A 
consideration  of  the  natural  conditions  of  the  toAvn  leads  to  the  conchisiou  that 
diarrhma  should  exist  to  only  a small  extent.  Ihe  toAAUi  has  an  eleAUited 
position,  roughly  from  200  to  600  feet  aboA^e  the  lei'cl  of  the  sea,  has  a 
gravelly  and  sandy  soil,  and  a surface  so  disposed  as  to  faAmur  rapid  drainage. 
The  social  conditions  appear  no  less  favourable  than  the  natural  ones  ; the  ])eople 
are  generally  sufficiently  fed,  OAving  to  trade  being  good,  and  there  is  very  little 
of  that  factory  labour  so  characteristic  of  some  toAvns  and  Avhich  leads  to  the 
neglect  of  children,  and  the  consequent  production,  among  other  diseases,  of 
infantile  diarrhoea. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I cannot  help  thinking  that  our  Avater  supply  is  greatly  instrumental  in 
bringing  about  the  present  state  of  things.  My  analyses  of  the  Avell  Avaters  of 
the  town  sheAV  that  they  are  greatly  contaminated  by  Sewage  matters  largely  of 
excrementitious  origin,  derived  from  drains,  middens,  cesspools,  and  general 
surface  filth,  and  doubtless  are  often  contaminated  Avith  the  excretions  of 
diarrhoea  patients.  No  improvement  in  these  Avells  can  he  expected  until  a 
proper  plan  of  seAvage  and  refuse  disposal  is  carried  out,  or  until  the  use  of 
these  AA^ells  is  discontinued. 

The  WaterAvorks  Avater  is  much  better  than  that  of  the  toAAm  Avells  in  most 
respects,  but  I regard  the  organic  impurities  of  this  supply  as  much  too  high, 
and  as  very  probably  productiA'e  of  diarrhoea.  In  Table XI\.  are  gh’^en  the 
analytical  results  of  my  analysis  of  both  classes  of  Avater  during  the  year. 

After  Diarrhoea  in  order  of  fatalitj’’  come  Whooping  Cough  Avith  242 
deaths  against  169  in  1873;  Fev'er  (typhus,  enteric  or  typhoid,  and  simple 
continued)  with  201  against  203;  Measles,  139  against  123,  and  Diphtheria,  74 
deaths  against  107.

ADVK’K  OX  THE  PIIEVKXTIOX  and  ^IAXAOEMEXT  OF  FEVEE. 


'I'lie  Prevention  of  all  Infections  Diseases  is  best  secured  hy  those  things 
which  are  good  foi'  health  generally,  snch  as  (ioad  Food,  Hood  Woffir,  Pure 
Air,  (Jlrai/liii.e.'i.s,  Wornif/i,  nnd  Dri/zics.-^. 

Fever  (called  sometimes  Typhoid,  Fiiteric,  and  (lastrie),  is  I'ound  to  infect  ehieflv 
through  the  disi  harges,  whii  h should  therefore  he  received  into  vessels  containing  a Disin- 
fci-tiint,  and  not  he  left  in  the  sick  chamher. 

A good  Disinfectant  for  the  jiurpose  is  earbolate  of  lime  or  c-arholic  mid  water, 
made  hy  dissolving  a,  ipiarter  of  a pint  of  strong  carholir  acid  in  a gallon  of  water.  A 
teacu])ful  of  this  .should  he  jilaced  in  the  pan  before  it  is  u.sed,  and  another  teaeiipful 
afterwards. 

Another  good  disinfectant  is  green  vitriol  water,  made  hy  di.ssolving  a ]iotind  of  the 
A'itriol  in  a gallon  of  water,  half  a ]iint  ol'  it  should  he  ])la<-ed  in  the  i)an  hefore  and  after  use. 

'I’lie  (lischargcs  should  on  no  account  he  thrown  u])on  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  itito 
common  i)rivics  or  middens.  Drinking  water  tainted  with  .smdi  discharges  is  highly  fatfil. 
In  every  case  wheie  the  drinking  water  is  .suspected  of  being  im])ure,  the  portion  used  each 
day  should  he  first  well  hoiled.  'Fhe  patient’s  linen  as  .soon  as  removed  and  hefore  being 
taken  from  the  room,  shoidd  he  disinfected  hy  being  jdaced  in  a bucket  of  boiling  water  ; 
when  cold,  the  linen  may  he  removed  and  ])ut  into  carbolic  acid  water  of  the  above  strength, 
and  allowed  to  remain  in  it  for  an  hour  before  being  finally  washed. 

'Pile  washing  .shouhl  he  done  at  home. 

'Pile  removal  of  infected  (dothing  is  very  ilangerous,  and  is  a itunisbable  offence. 

If  the  ]>atient  is  kept  at  home,  the  sick  room  should  be  large,  have  a fire  in  it,  and 
be  rif  oil  times  well  ventilated. 

Curtain.s,  carpets,  and  all  needless  dra]iery  should  be  removed  from  the  room,  whiidi 
should  only  he  oeiuiiiii'd  by  the  ])atient  and  flie  nurse. 

Deilding  must  he  carefully  disinfected.  .Straw  mattresses  are  best,  as  they  may  be 
burnt  after  use.  Disinfectants  will  he  sujiiilied  free,  instruction  in  their  u.se  given,  and 
other  assistance  rendered  by  the  Nuisance  Insjieetor,  on  application. 

Nurses  should  wear  cotton  or  linen  clothes,  which  are  easily  wa.shed.  They  should 
wa.sh  their  hands  often  in  water  eontaining  a little  earbolate  of  lime,  and  then  in  plain  water 
with  soa]). 

Tl I( )I!( )UD II  ('liK.VNldNFiSS  is  absolutely  nece.s.sary.  Sweepings  should  be  burnt 
in  the  room. 

After  recovery,  the  sick  room  should  h(>  completely  cleansed  and  disinfeeteil  by  fumi- 
gation with  sulphur,  lime-wa.shing,  removal  of  wall  pa]ier,  and  wa.shing  of  floors,  &c.,  with 
a .solution  of  carholati'  of  lime. 

Hcl))  in  the  work  of  disinfection  will  be  given  where  needeil  by  the  Sanitary  Oflicei-s. 
Ventilation  is  a most  valuable  di.sinfectaut  ; if  gradual  and  constant  there  is  no  danger  in  it. 
A good  plan  is  to  open  the  lower  .sash  three  or  four  inches,  and  place  a idece  of  wood  under 
its  lower  edge,  so  as  (|uite  to  close  the  o])cning  : ventilation  then  goes  on  between  the  ujijier 
and  lower  .sashes  where  they  overlaji. 

I’ure  air  being  necessary,  the  drains,  sinks,  privie.s,  &c.,  should  be  kejd  in  good  order, 
clean.sed  and  regularly  disinfected.  In  cii-ses  of  difliculty  or  delay,  such  defects  should  be 
reported  to  thi“  lns])i'ctor  of  Niii.sances. 

Drains  should  on  no  account  be  in  direct  communication  with  the  insides  of  houses. 

Allow  no  accumulations  of  decaying  or  refuse  matter  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
dwelling.s.  ilm'h  that  is  thrown  out  of  hou.ses  might  be  advantageously  di.s]iosed  of  by 
being  thrown  behind  the  fire. 

Dead  lualies,  being  cenfres  of  infection,  should  be  buried  early,  and  on  no  account  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  rooms  occupied  by  the  living;  a disinfectant  (earbolate  of  lime)  .should 
b<‘  .s])iinkled  in  the  coflin  and  over  the  bodv.  Friends  attending  the  funeral  ought  not  to 
remain  longer  than  neces.sary  in  the  infected  house. 

In  ca.ses  where  the  (lead  body  must  be  in  the  .same  room  with  the  living,  application 
should  he  made  to  the  Sanitary  Dejiartment  to  remove  the  bodv  af  once  to  the  Mortuarv,  at 
tin'  Horough  t’emefery,  until  it  can  be  buried. 

It  is  re(|ue.sted  that  information  of  the  existence  of  ca.ses  of  infectious  di.sease  be 
forwarded  early  to  either  tin*  .Medical  Dtliei'r  of  lli'idth  or  Ins])t‘ctor  of  Nuisain’es.

SMALL  I’OX. — Have  your  Children  Vaccinated  early,  and  after  the  age  of  twelve 
years  have  them  re- Vaccinated. 

Small-pox  i»atients  should  be  kept  separate  from  the  re.st  of  the  family,  and  attended 
to  by  as  few  [)ersons  as  practicable.  This  separation  or  isolation  is  sometimes  impossible  in 
small  or  crowded  hou.ses  ; in  .such  cases  the  ])atient  should  be  removed  at  the  earlie.st  moment, 
to  the  Small-i)()x  Hospital,  where  the  most  etiicient  treatment  ami  the  greatest  kindness  are. 
received,  liemoval  to  the  Hospital  is  recommended  in  all  cases. 

A Conveyance  is  provideil  free  of  cost. 

CLKANljlNLSS  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Nurses  should  be  [lersons  protected  by  a la  evious  attack  or  by  vaccination.  They 
should  wear  linen  or  cotton  clothes,  which  are  easily  washed.  They  should  wash  their  hands 
frecpiently  in  watei-  containing  a little  Carbolate  of  Lime,  and  then  in  plain  water  with 
soap. 

They  should  avoid  as  much  as  ])0.s.sible  associating  with  or  visiting  others. 

The  Sick  lioom  should  be  well  Ventilated,  and  divested  of  all  unnece.ssary  drapery, 
such  ;us  curtains  and  carpets.  All  bed  and  body-linen  .should,  before  removal  f rota  Ihe  room, 
be  placed  in  water  containing  Carbolic  Acid  or  Carbolate  of  Lime,  and,  after  removal,  in 
boiling  water. 

All  Discharges  fixmi  the  (latients  shouhl  be  received  directly  into  vessels  containing  a 
disinfectant — Carbolate  or  Chloride  of  Lime— ami  not  allowed  to  remain  in  the  sick  chamber. 

DHAINS,  SINKS,  PRIVIES,  etc,  should  ke  kept  in  good  order,  cleansed,  and 
regularly  disinfected.  In  cases  of  ditiiculty  or  delay,  such  defects  should  be  reportetl  to  the 
In.spector  of  Nui.sances. 

Drains  should  not  lx-  in  direct  communication  with  the  imsides  of  hou.ses. 

After  recovery,  the  .sick  room  shouhl  Ite  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected 
by  fumigation  with  .suli)hur,  lime-washing,  removal  of  wall  paper,  and  washing  of  floors, 
&c.,  with  a solution  of 'carbolate  of  lime. 

Bedding  must  be  carefully  disinfected.  Disinfectants  will  be  su})plied,  instruction 
in  their  use  given,  and  other  assi.stance  rendered  by  the  Nui.sancc  Inspector,  on  ap[ilication. 

The  exposure  of  Bmall-pox  patients  in  public  places,  the  iniproi>er  use  of  ]mblic 
carriages  by  persons  sulfering  from  Sniall-i)ox,  the  letting  of  infected  houses  or  rooms,  or 
the  exposure  in  any  manner  of  infected  articles,  subject  the  olfendei'  to  heavy  penalties. 

Dead  bodies,  being  centres  of  infection,  should  be.  burieil  early,  and  on  no  ai-count  l.)e 
allowed  to  remain  in  rooms  occu[)ied  l)y  the  living. 

Information  of  the  existence  of  cases  of  Small-pox  should  be  forwarded  early  to  either 
the  Medical  Olticer  of  Health  or  the  In.spector  of  Nuisances. 

SCARLATINA.  — In  addition  to  the  precautions  named  under  Small-pox,  hd  the 
liatieut  wipe  his  no.se  and  mouth  on  pieces  of  clean  rag,  to  be  burnt  immediately  after  use. 

The  dust  which  peels  from  the  ])atient’s  skin  being  highly  contagiou.s,  anointing  of 
the  whole  body  with  oil,  simple  or  camphorated,  is  recommended  to  prevent  its  dispcr.sion. 

When  recovered  sufticiently,  cleanse  and  disinfect  the  surtace  of  the  body  by  a soap 
and  warm  water  bath  every  day  for  three  or  four  days. 

Keep  all  children  of  the  family  away  from  school  until  safety  is  certilieil  by  the 
Medical  attendant  ; a breach  of  this  injunction  is  punishable  by  a penalty  of  live  pounds. 

All  infected  clothing  should  be  washed  at  home,  its  transmission  is  vtuy  dangerous 
and  is  a puni.shable  olfence. 

ELVER.  (Typhoid,  Ihiteric,  or  Gastric)  is  found  to  iniect  chielly  through  the 
di.scharge.s,  which  should  therefore  be  received  in  vessels  containing  a disinfectant.  Such 
discharges  .should  on  no  account  be  thrown  in)on  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  into  common 
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privies  or  middens.  Drinking  water  tainted  with  such  discharges  is  highly  fatal.  The 
imtieiit's  linen  should  be  disinfected,  and  boiled  or  scalded  befoie  being  u ashed.  , 

DlAHRHGiA. — To  prevent  Diarrhcea,  observe  temperance  in  eating  and  drinking. 

Avoid  improper  and  unwholesome  food,  such  as  tainted  meat  or  fish  and  unsound  or 
unripe  fruit.  As  the  majority  of  deaths  occur  in  infants,  the  gieatest  care  should  be  taken 
in  feeding  tiiem.  Young  infants  .should  be  suckled  or  fed  with  sweetened  milk,  either  with 
or  without  the  addition  of  water. 

Drink  no  water  which  is  muddy  or  otlensive,  or  under  suspicion  of  contamination 
by  surface  impurities  ; where  there  is  no  choice,  a suspected  water  should  be  boiled  and 
allowed  to  cool  before  use  as  a drink  ; water  so  preiiared  should  not  be  used  for  a longer 
time  th.an  one  day. 

Avoid  exposure  to  gi-eat  direct  sun  heat,  sudden  changes  of  temperature,  and 
excessive  fatigue. 

Allow  no  accumulations  of  decaying  or  rcfu.se  matter  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
dwellings.  Much  that  is  thrown  out  of  houses  might  be  advantageously  disposed  of  by 
being  thrown  behind  the  fire. 

Practise  personal  and  domestic  cleanliness  and  free  ventilation  of  houses,  by  opening 
windows  and  doors  during  certain  parts  of  the  day. 

Disinfect  immediately  all  discharges  from  patients. 


WHERE  THE  DISEASE  IS  PRESENT. 

Apply  at  once,  for  medical  assistance  to  a legally  cjualified  medical  man.  Proper 
treatment  at  the  outset  is  of  the  greatest  importance  ; delay  is  highly  dangerous.  In  the 
mean  time,  keep  warm  and  (piiet,  best  of  all  b}'  going  to  bed. 

Avoid  ordinary  animal  and  vegetable  food,  and  adopt  a milk  diet. 

If  these  directions  are  followed,  the  attack  will  in  almost  every  case  prove  slight  and 
easily  managed  ; if  neglected,  it  may  assume  the  Choleraic  type,  and  in  every  ca.se  prove 
highly  dangerous  or  even  fatal.

Tlie  fact  of  the  existence  of  so  niucli  Zymotic  disease  ]to.ssesses  an 
imjtortaiice  which  ouglit  not  to  be  di.sregarded.  It  jioinls  to  the  existence  of 
conditions  Avides]ircad  and  eminently  unfavourable  to  health,  and  to  the  pre.ssing 
necessity  tor  the  speedy  ado]ition  of  measures  for  their  removal  or  im]u-ovement. 
Such  conditions  operate  not  only  in  itroducing  a high  death-i-ate,  l>ut  also  au 
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enormous  amount  of  unrecognised  sickness,  attended  with  great  sidlering^  and 
followed  hy  debility,  poverty,  social  degeneracy  and  public  e.xpense.  Ihese 
conditions  are  not  the  creation  of  to-day,  they  have  l)een  spreading  mul 
intensifying  for  many  generations,  and  it  stands  to  reason  that  only  by  active, 
Avell-directed,  and  sustained  efl'ort,  can  any  substantial  improvement  be  hoped 
for.  8uch  measures,  of  course,  rei[uire  time  for  their  execution,  after  which  L 
venture  to  preilict  that  Ijirmingham  will  begin  to  resume  that  favourable  sanitary 
status  to  which  its  natural  advantages  entitle  it.  It  is  tlierefore  a matter  of  con- 
gratulation to  tlie  town  that  the  sanitary  authority,  the  Town  Council,  by  its 
action  and  tliat  of  your  own  anti  other  Committees  is  fully  bent  on  a policy  of 
sanitary  imi)rovement.  'J'he  ta.sk  to  be  performed  is  as  gigantic  as  it  is 
nccessarv,  wise  and  beiielicent,  and  thi.s  is  an  additional  leason  loi  no  longci 
delaying"  it.  Witli  thorougldy  .sewered,  well-made,  clean  streets,  i)ro])erly 
drained" premises,  well  constructed  hou.ses,  luiAung  a thorough  draught  and  a 
ceitain  minimum  of  space,  [ilentiful  and  pure  water  supply  and  proper  hos]utal 
accommodation,  the  town  cannot  fail  to  improve  in  health,  wealth,  and  happiness, 
and  to  receive  more  than  an  equivalent  for  any  money  outlay  which  it  may 
judiciously  make. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  lA'FECTTOUS  DISEASES. 

In  Xovember  the  transfer  of  the  Small-pox  ards  to  the  Town  Council  as 
the  Sanitary  Authority  was  effected,  and  thus  a beginning  was  made  of  what 
is  now  called  the  Lorough  Hospital.  It  has  since  been  determined  to  increase 
the  number  of  buildings,  so  as  to  provide  a couple  of  ards  for  the  treatment 
of  Scarlet  Fever  in  both  males  and  females.  These  buildings  will  be  soon 
completed,  and  it  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  will  avail  themselves  of 
the  excellent  arrangement.s  provided  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cases  of 
this  very  infectimis^aud  prevalent  disea.se.  The  beginning  is  a modest  one,  and 
may  be  regarded  as  largely  experimental,  but  it  will  be  a matter  for  surprise  if, 
when  the  public  perceive.s  the  advantage  of  such  an  institution,  it  .should  not  be 
in  great  reipiest,  and  soon  require  extension. 

The  increase  this  year  of  the  already  large  mortality  from  Zymotic  diseases 
shews  the  nece.ssity  that  exists  for  such  a Ho.spital. 


HOUSE  CONSTRUCTION  AND  AHtNTlLATION 


are  matters  Avhich  have  not  yet  received  the  attention  their  great  importance 
demands.  It  is  very  desirable  that  steps  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to 
prevent  the  crowding  together  of  houses  on  too  small  an  area,  and  their 
construction  on  principles  having  disregard  of  a sulliciency  of  air  and  light. 
The  Sanitary  Census  recently  taken  conclusively  proves  the  necessity  for  the 
application  of  Bve-laws  bearing  on  these  matters. 

Out  of  70,500  houses  inspected  in  the  Borough,  nearly  20,000  were  found 
Avith  windows  not  admitting  of  being  opened  at  the  top,  thus  rendering  [iroper 
ventilation  impossible. 

Another  and  still  more  vicious  structural  defect  is  that  of  building  houses 
back  to  back,  or  Avithout  back-doors.  Such  forms  of  construction  haA'e  led  to 
the  most  serious  consequences  to  the  health  of  tOAvns,  and  tt)  enormous  e.xpense 
for  the  reniOA^al  of  the  defects,  as  in  LiA'erpool  and  (lliisgOAV.  It  is  clearly  the 
duty,  therefore,  of  every  toAvn  to  see  that  such  a state  of  things  is  not 
perpetuated. 

SEWAGE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL, 

is  not  in  the  satisfactory  state  that  could  be  desired.  The  length  of  the  streets 
in  the  Borough  is  190  miles,  46  of  Avhich  have  not  been  “taken  to”  by  tbc 
Corporation,  Avhile  the  length  of  the  seAvers  is  only  about  130  miles.  It 
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••aiiiiot  l>o  doiibteil  tliat  the  ab.seiicc  <»f  .se\ver.s  in  so  large  a jiortion  of  tlie  to'wii 
has  liad  the  ellbct  of  injuring  the  public  health.  1 here  is,  however,  thanks 
to  the  t'ourt  of  Chancery,  a relaxation  of  the  stringent  orders  which  forbad 
the  further  sewering  of  tlie  town  ^ aiul  the  construction  of  the  ninch 
required  sewers  cannot  fail  to  be  a sanitary  advantage.  Considerable 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  niodiilcatioii  of  old  ashpits  and  privies,  and 
among  the  alterations  made  3,845  pans  liad  by  the  end  of  the  year  been 
introduced  in  place  of  the  foul  old-fashioned  privies.  Much  complaint  has 
been  made  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  ashpits  emiitied,  but,  as  you  are  aware, 
it  has  arisen  from  various  causes,  among  which  are  principally  the  severe 
weather,  accompanied  by  snow,  ami  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  the  reiiuired 
number  of  men  and  horses.  Accumulations  of  such  matters  are  highly 
objectionable  and  prejudicial,  but  every  elfort,  1 believe,  is  being  made  to 
surmount  the  difficulties  of  the  case  and  it  may  be  anticipated  that  they  will 
shortly  be  successful. 


THE  PAYIXC 

of  a town  exerts  so  great  an  intluence,  both  jiliysical  and  moral,  on  the 
condition  of  the  inhabitants,  that  the  conimenceinent  lately  made  to  lay  down 
l)ermanent  pavement  must  be  considered  a matter  for  real  congratulation.  In 
wet  weather  the  street  mud  alone  is  a depressing  agent,  but  it  is  in  aildition 
a medium  of  cold  and  disease;  and  when  dried  by  the  wind  ami  sun,  the 
iilthy  instating  dust  into  which  it  becomes  changed  is  scarcely  more  acceptable 
or  harmless. 

Of  the  I'JO  miles  of  .streets  within  the  Eorongh  only  four  miles  at  pre.sent 
are  jiaved,  but  eleven  miles  are  about  to  be  taken  in  hand,  and  when  completed, 
the  result  must  inevitably  pro  taufo  prove  very  satisfactory  in  a sanitary  as  well 
as  in  a general  .sen.se. 


8AX1TAKY  WOKE 


has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  with  all  the  a<-tivily  jiossible,  and  with  a 
judicious  regard  to  and  ])refcrcjice  for  the  most  juvssing  and  necc.s.sarv 
refpiirements.  It  includes  the  inspection  and  improvement  of  the  condition  of 
couits,  dwelling-hou.ses,  lodgingdiou.sos,  slaughter-hou.scs,  bakehouses,  the 
quality  f)f  meat  and  other  food,  ami  the  regulation  of  smoko  from  factory 
chimneys.  A statemoid.  of  the  work  done  will  be  found  in  Table  VT.  As  the 
work  of  the  sanitary  de])artment  has  devclo]ted  itself,  the  necessity  for  more 
inspectorial  power  has  become  evident,  and  it  is  therefore  at  present  a (piestion 
of  making  considc'rable  additions  to  the  statf.  It  must  be  jiatent  to  the  most 
casual  observer  that  a mnuerons  stall'  of  inspi'ctors  is  re<pnred,  in  order  to  look 
])ropcriy  after  the  comfort  and  health  of  400,000  persons,  and  it  is  onlv  by 
such  increase  that  anything  like  efficient  work  in  the  direction  of  sanitary 
im]irovement  can  be  accomplished.

The  five  samples  of  beer  were  genuine. 

Of  the  10  samples  of  mustard,  three  were  adulterated  with  flour  and 
turmeric,  while  the  remainder  were  genuine. 

Two  of  the  three  samples  of  butter  were  adulterated  with  foreign  fat  and 
water,  and  the  other  sample,  though  genuine,  was  rancid. 

The  sample  of  coffee  Avas  genuine. 

The  six  samples  of  tea  consisted  of  two  genuine  and  four  adulterated 
samples.  The  substances  most  used  as  adulterants  were  plumbago,  magnetic 
particles,  and  “lie”  tea. 

Both  the  samples  of  pepper  Avere  genuine. 

The  sample  of  sherry  had  none  of  the  properties  of  true  sherry. 

The  bread,  flour,  and  pickles,  Avere  all  unadulterated  and  of  good  quality. 

Three  of  the  samples  of  sweets  Avere  adulterated  Avith  chromate  of  lead, 
Avhich  is  a very  dangerous  substance,  aiid,  T am  glad  to  say,  is  now  A^ery  rarely 
used  ; one  Avas  genuine  and  perfectly  harmless. 

The  samples  of  Avhiskey  and  gin  Avere  genuine,  if  the  addition  of  large 
quantities  of  Avater  be  disregarded ; they  were  considerably  diluted,  but  more 
especially  the  gin,  one  sample  of  Avhich  Avas  as  much  as  50  degrees  under  proof. 

Of  the  staple  articles  of  food,  milk  appears  at  present  to  be  the  one  most 
generally  tampered  Avith.  This,  hoAvever,  is  not  the  case  to  so  serious  an  extent 
as  formerly,  and  instead  of  the  practice  of  Avatermg,  Avhich  used  to  be  the  one 
almost  exclusively  employed,  that  of  adulterating  neAv  milk  Avith  skimmed  milk, 
and  that  of  abstracting  a part  of  the  cream,  are  iioav  much  in  vogue.  It  is 
to  be  feared  that  this  arises  in  a great  measure  from  the  vieAV  taken  by  some 
tribunals  that  abstraction  is  not  adulteration,  a AueAV  from  Avhich  I entirely 
dissent. 


The  other  principal  articles  of  food,  bread  and  flour  are  almost  universally 
found  unadulterated  and  of  good  quality,  and  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the 
operation  of  the  Adulteration  Act  has  been  highly  beneficial.
